Wa8hin(»t(>n. Sept. 7.— Commiaaionex 
Maaoii, of th« intmaal rtraniM barwta, 
kas bMB ooBridsriBf for soom tbnathe 
adviaabillty and praoticabQity of adopt- 
ing what ia known as the weighing nya- 
tem for the official deterinination of th« 
quantity of spirits placed in caHka aud 
packagea. Tliia aystem, if adopted, 
will take the place of the present one 
by which the contente of a cask ia de- 
terminad by tha tua of the gaoging in- 
stminantB aa now jpraotload. 

Tha law makea ft tha duty of the com- 
misvioaer to presoriba rules and regula- 
tkma for a nnifonu Bystom of waiguing. 
marking, gauging and inspection of 
rabits. Tha oommiiainnw desiias to 
Mopt tha beat means attainable to ae- 
otire that ayitem which ia the most cor- 
rect. It sawms to ba vaiTersally ocooed- 
ed Iqr sU oonTsrsaat with th« two sya- 
tems that that of weighing is much more 
accurate. The internal rtrenne offic« 
has prepared tables showing the weigut 
of a gallon of qiirits at any given 
strength. Alcohol being lighter than 
water, of course, the stronger the spiriu 
are, the leea they will weigh. 

The present system is regarded as un- 
desirable for the re aso n that it only up- 
proaohee accuracy when tha casks are 
made in regular form, and the inside 
STufaces completely smooth. A rery 
alight change in the cnrratore of the 
staves will very materially affect the 
holding caiiacity of the caisk, aa indi- 
cated by the gauge rod. A slight differ- 
ence in the thioKneea of the staves or 
heads of a package will prodnce the 
same effect All these dimcoltiea will 
be overcome bjr tha use of tha waishing 
system. 

The question of soakage and abnorp- 
tion of the spirifai by the varioos clattses 
of barrels daring various periods, is one 
of the questions which ia at prea«pt en- 
gaging the attention of the office. It is 
known that an ordinary charred barrel 
will absorb from three to twelve pounds 
of spirits, according to the period of tiiuu 
the spirits have remained in the ca«k. 
This is al&o affected by the nature of the 
wood couiposing the barrel and temper- 
ature at which the spirits have been kept. 
Under the present system of guaglng toe 
spirits absorbed by the wood are not 
uieasuri-d. The government loses the 
tux and the distiller the spirits. 

Under the weigliing system the spirits 
absorbed into the wooid would add to 
the weight ct the package. I'he (oin- 
missioner has requested dlHtillt-rH 
throughout the country to assist his of- 
fice in arriving at some concalsion as tu 
the average amount of spirits that will 
be absorbed, and it is probable that a 
deduction will be made from the gross 
weight uf packages on tliis account. 
Witn tilt* adoption of the weighing sys- 
tem it will bii nece8Hary to have scaleti at 
every distillerv and rectifying houae fur 
the purpose of weighing the spirits, but 
it in ndt intended tnut the diHtilleru lihkll 
be put t<i the expense of procuring tlio«e. 

Knould the syistem be put in operation 
the government will pr<x;ure the scaleH 
It ia believed that this system ia p«'rfe< t 
ly practicable at all places and under all 
conditions, except in the case of spirits 
that have l)een rectifie<l or compounded 
by the addition of saccharine matter, 
and here the present system of gauging 
will have to be continued. 

It is necessary to know the stren^fth 
of the spirits as well as their weignt, 
under the weighing system, so that it 
will be impnicticable to as^'ertani the 
quantity of spirits in a package by this 
method where any considerable quan- 
tity of saccharine matter has Deen 
added, for the reaHcn ttiat the strength 
of the spirits (umuot l>«.' determined after 
such addition. 

This change is regarded as a matter 
of very considerable importance, and 
Commissioner Mjison has been going 
over the Bubjc,:t slowly and carefully 
for several months, with a view iu 
adopMag tha new srstaro.

Home Alarm Thoughont England.

LoNOoa, SepL 7.— A Vienna dispatch 
says thai tha Aastnaa a m peror is to 

some extent compensated for the dis- 
loyal attitude of the Bohemians by the 
devotion ot ihe (ia'.ician Poles. The lat- 
ter are even eager to see war break out 
in order that they may have a chance to 
avenge their national wrongs in Russia, 
whl^ oo aat ry they hold chiefly responsi- 
ble for the destruction of Poland. At 
Cracow the people march in the streets 
singing ths Polish national hymn and 
rhymes violently abusive of Russia, and 
some araa porsonally dirsetsd at the 

czar. 

The police make a pretetice of iatST^ 
fering at times, liut it is said that the 
Austrian a. tliorities are secretly pleased 
with the manifestations as a counterpart 
to the anti-Austriiin agit.ition in Bohe- 
mia, which is attributed chiefly to Rus- 
sian infltiences. All indications are that, 
intheev'-nt of a Russian invasion of 
Galicia. the i'oles will rise a^ one man 
to battle aKHinst tlieir heieditary ene- 
mies. The reason for Polish devotion to 
Austria is that nowhere has Austrian 
rule been more beneficent than in Aus- 
tran-Poland, where it contrasts sharply 
with the oppression exercised by the 
Russians on the other side of the border. 

The l>ur<lHiirlles ^iiratliin. 

London. Sejit. 7.— It is rej)orted that 
the Britisli foreign office will take vig- 
orous measures in a few days to liring 
the Dardanelles question to a settle- 
ment. Lord Salisbury has been mild in 
his p<'li( y toward Turkey, so much so 
that there has been much complaint 
among British subjects at Constantinople 
that less respect is shown for them than 
for the Germans. Now, however, it is 
nuuored on sound authority that the at- 
titude will be change<i and that a buld 
demand will be made npon the sultan to 
take a stand against tlie claims of Rus- 
sia. There appears to be no substantial 
groimd for the report that Germany 
and Austria have given Lord Salisbury 
any advice on the subject. He has not 
yet asked their advice, and possibly 
may not, until he has exhausted the re- 
sources of British diplomacy at Con- 
stantinople. Then if he finds the porte 
obstinately bent upon yielding to Rus- 
sia, he will jjrobably consult the othf-r 
powers. Lord .Salisbury, it is reported 
m usually well informed circles, will 
not, under any circumstances, consent 
to tlm passsge of the DardaaaUss by 
RasMMi war Tsssels under aay gaiss. 



Sedan Celebration. 

London, Sept. 7. — In many parts of 
(Germany yesterday the people celebrat^-d 
the anniversary of the week, which, 
twenty-one years au'o. witnessed tfie 
overthrow of the French and the sur- 
render of Napoleon at Sedan. The day 
is known as "Sedan Day." The troops 
were abeent at the maneuv ers, but multi- 
tudes of civilians visited the cemeteries 
anil placed flowers on the graves of the 
soldiers. It was noticed that the inter- 
est in the occasion was even greater than 
last year, and the common talk of the 
people was that the scenes of 1870-71 
miffht soon again be repeated. The war 
feeUng in Geruviny is very strong and 
there is a general sentiment that the 
present tension cannot long continue, 
and that France will either laave to fight 
or flssaasa a Biore conciliatory attttada.

New York, Sept. 7.— The Hanld oon- 
tains the following dispatch*!, dated At 
y^MffiUw. ChiU, Sept. 6: « 

Tm Gunaan mlniitar to Cliili and the 
G«rmao adminl, oonuDMidliif the Ger- 
man llMt St Valpaniao, in at odds 
over the dispoidtion of politioal refngeee 
who are bow in the aqrlnm aboard the 
Oeraan emieer Sophie. 

The minister notified the admiral yes- 
terday that he miffht be required to sur- 
render to the o£Bcials representing the 
jnnta, Senor Claudio Vicuna, who was 
to have succeeded Balmaceda as presi- 
dMlt: Admiral Oscar Veil, late intenilente 
of valparHiso, and Captain Alberto 
Fuentes, late captain ol ^0 toipedo boat 
Almirant« Lyncn. 

The admiral blnntly informed the min- 
ister that he would do no such thixig un- 
less especially ordered to do so by the 
emperor or Chancellor Von Caprivi. The 
minister did not insist. 

As soon as the conference bad ended 
the admiral sent a cable dispatch to 
Emperor William explaining tne situa- 
tion, and announcing that unless he re- 
ceived orders to the contrary the Sophie, 
with the refugees on board, would pro- 
ceed tomorrow to Mollendo, Peru, the 
nearest neutral port, where the people 
wanted by the junta would be lanaj-d. 

Later in the day a reply wan rec eived 
from Berlin approving of the action of 
the admiral, and granting him 
sion to send the refugees to Mollendo. 
The Sophie will eail tomorrow morning 
•arly.

Member* of th« Kspedltlon May Ha Oaa 
Vmrar Oat Baok Allva. 

Philadxlphu, Sept. 7.— Th*m«mb«n 
of the West Greenland mMOiom thai 
traveled with Liaatwaat Peary part of 
the way into the ttOMn north, who have 

returui d to this city, say that unless res- 
cued by a relief exjieditiun, Lieutenant 
Pearv and tiis entire jiarty will never be 
heard of a^-ain. Tliere were eight in the 
company that landed at Baltimore Fri- 
day from the steamshiii Nova Scotia, 
from St. .Tolins. N. B. Ihey were sent 
by tlie Academy of Natural Science to 
investiicate ihe i^enldify. Ixitany and bi- 
ology <if' Western (treeriland. Dr. Robert 
N. Jveeley. one of the party, says: 

"()ur expedition wa« entirely di8t4nct 
from Lieutenant Peary's. He went in- 
tendins; U> push to the furthest point 
north yet reacheil by man. We went 
merely to studj' tlie west coast of (ireen- 
land bring ourk specimens. We were 
exceedinyiy suc<'essful. but every mem- 
ber of our party. I believe, considers the 
situation oi IVarj' and the seven com- 
panions he now has as most perilous. 
He is about miles north of Uper- 

navik, the Danish town which tracfing 
vessels reach atxiut once a j ear.

FllA!»KFOBT, Ky., Sept. 7.— Two con- 
victs in the penitentiary made a deadly 
assault upon each other Sunday morning 
and a third convict attempted to sepa 
rate the combatants.

This 
organisation has been perfected through 
the colored Alliance and now numbers 
mora than 600.000 members, thousands 
being added daUr throughout the south- 
ern states. General Superintendent 
Humphrey, of the colored Alliance, ad- 
mitted the existence of the orgranixation.
